I,  IKEDA*  Sumihisa, ' formerly  a  lieutenant-general  in  the  Japanese  Army, 
born  in  1894,  state  as  follows  under  oathi 

.  I  served  as  the  Chief  of  the  Army  Speoial  Service  Agency  in  Mukden  fn'm 
August,  1940,  until  July,  1941.  '

On  July.  6,  1941,  I  was  attaohed  to  the  Army  General  Staff  Office. 

In  September,  1941,  I  was  appointed  the  Chief  of  the  5th  Seotion  of 
the  Kwantung  Army  Headquarters. 

On  July  2,  1942,  I  was  appointed  the  Vioe-Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Kwantung  Army,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  July,  1945.  In  July,  I 
was  transferred  to  the  post  of  Direotor  of  the  Tokyo  Cabinet  Combined  Plans 
Bureau  /T.N.  Tfiwfi  NAIKAKU  Staff  KEIKAKU  KYOKU/. 

In  performing  my  duties  in  that  oapaoity,  I  came  to  know  the  following 
faets  to  whioh  I  shall  now  testify. 

In  July,  1941,  by  orders  of  War  Minister  TtfjC,  a  speoial  group  of 
officers  was  established  in  the  Army  General  Staff  Office.  It  waB  oomposed 
of  the  following  ment  Major-general  HATA,  myself.  Colonel  ARAO,  Lt.  Colonel 
7G0SHI,  Lt.  Colonel  SAIT^,  Lt.  Colonel  KAT$,  Lt.  Colonel  ORITA,  and  others. 
All  of  these  men  were  experts  on  Russia,  or  on  railroad  transportation, 
oomnunioation,  the  KEUPEI,  eto. 

In  this  group,  besides  the  men  above-named,  there  were  5  or  6  men 
concerned  with  administration  and  2  or  3  men  concerned  with  routine  office 
work.  In  accordance  with  the  orders  of  Field  Marshal  SUGIYAMA,  Chief  of 
the  Army  General  Staff,  and  as  a  result  of  the  operational -plan,  this  group 
was  to  specially  make  a  study. of  administration  of  oooupied  territories  with 
regard  to  the  Soviet  Maritime* Provinoe,  Siberia,  the  Peoples'  Republic  of 
Mongolia,  and  the  possessions  of  Manohukuo. 

This  group,  oame  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Army  General 
Staff  as  £ar  as  its  work  was  oonoerne,d,.  and  was  heuded  by  Major-general  HATA, 
Hikoqaburo.  4 

Actually,  this  group  worked  for  a  short  period  of  time  while  attaohed 
to  the  Army  General  Staff  Offioe  in  Tokyo1.  As  a  result  of  studies,  the  Chief 
of  the  Army  General  Staff  deoided  that  it  was  more  appropriate  to  conduot  the 
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researoh  on  the  administration  of  occupied  Soviet  territori°s  in  the  Kwantung 
Army  Headquarters  rather  than  in  Tokyo.  Consequently  the  entire  group  was 
transferred  to  the  Xwantung  Army  Hoadqu.rters  in  Manchuria  by  orders  of  the  . 
Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff. 

In  accordance  with  an  order  signed  by  "Yar  Minister  the  6th  Section 

was  specially  established  in  the  Kwantung  Army  Headquarters  with  our  group. 
This  section  was  given  the  duty  of  studying  the  administration  of  occupied 
Soviet  territories  (Manchuria  and  Mongolia),  based  upon  the  order  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff  Office.  From  this  time,  that  is,  from 
August,  1941,  untn  July,  1942,  I  was  the  Chief  of  this  section  by  order 
of  UMEZU,  Yoshijiro,  Commander  of  the  Xwantung  Army.  I  was  also  tho  Chief 
of  all  the  work  of  this  seotion.  Immediately  after  its  establishment,  the 
6th  Section  undertook  tho  study  of  administration  problem  of  occupied  ter¬ 
ritories  of  the  Far  Sr stern  Soviet  territories,  tho  Maritime  Province,  and 
Manchurian  territories.  Speaking  in  a  concrete  manner,  tho  5th  Seotion,  of 
whioh  I  was  tho  Chief,  engaged  in  drawing  up  plansi for  th9  disposition  of 
occupied  Soviet  territories  (Manchuria  and  Mongolia),  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  received  from  the  Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff  in 
September,  1941. 

Around  May,  1942,  the  6th  Sootion  drew  up  the  draft  of  this  plan.  This 

plan  was  entitlod  ’’The  Xwantung  fray  Militery  Administration  Plan,"  and  it 

consisted  of  the  following  six  parts.  ’

Administration.  > 

Maintenance  of  Peace  and  Order. 

Organization  of  Industries. 

Circulation  of  Currency. 

Communication. 

Transportation. 

At  the  present  time,  I  do  not  accurately  remember  all  the  matters 
planned  in  eaoh  part.  ‘.That  I  am  able  to  say  generally  about  the  plan  is 
that  it  inoluded  concrete  adjustment  of  individual  problems  of  politioal 
guidance  and  administrative  and  eoonomic  measures  to  be  carried  out  in 
oooupied  Soviet.  and.Masohurian  territories.  This  plan  was  forwarded  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff  in  May,  1942,  by  the  Chief  of  Staff 
of  the  Xwantung  Army  after  being  inspeoted  by  UMEZU,  the  Cotnnander  of  the 
Kwantung  Army.  • 

As  Chief  of  the  5th  Section,  I  did  not  know  the  content  of  the  opera¬ 
tional  plan  whioh  was  drawn  up,  and  classified  fro  tdp  seoret  by  the  Xwantung 
Army  Headquarters.  Therefore,  I  did  not  know  when  and  now  it  was  intended

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to  realize  the  oooupation  of  Soviot  territories.  In  oonneotion  with  the 
study  of  administration  of  odcupiod  territories,  I  was  roooiving  all  the 
oonorete  instructions  neoessary  for 'es'tib'li'shing  the  ophero  of  problems 
to  be  handled  by  my  seotion,  from  YOSHIMOTO  the  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Xwantung  >.rmy,  or  from  Lt.  genoral  HATA,  Hikosaburo’,  the  Vioe  Chief  of 
Staff  who  had  already  been  transferred  nt  this  tirao  to  the  Xwantung  Army 
Headquarters  from  the  Army  General  Staff  Offioo.

After  the  military  administration  plan  was  forwarded  to  the  Army 
General  Staff  Office,  the  K.fantung  Army  Headquarters  received  orders  from 
Har  Minister  Tft*j£T  to  tho  effcot  that  a  study  should  be  made  of  administra¬ 
tion  of  oocupied  torritorios  to  be  oarricd  out  in  tho  South  Seas  area,  with 
the  objoot  of  utilizing  the  study  of  administration  of  oocupied  Soviet 
territories.  Yith  this  as  the  object,  I  who  was  then  a  major-general ,  and 
Lt.  Colonel  ZJSOSHI,  departed  in  May,  1942,  for  the  South  Seas  area  7hioh 
was  under  Japanese  occupation,  with  the  approval  of  UMHZU,  Commander  of 
the  Xwantung  Army.  Prior  to  our  departure,  wo  mot  tho  Vioe  Chief  of  the 
Army  General  Staff-,  and  Vioe  fl'r  Minister  2IMURA,  and  received  from  them 
certain  instructions  whioh  had  boaring  on  our  trip. 


Vo  inspected  Malaya,  Sumatra,  Celebes,  Frenoh  Inda-China,  Philippines, 
Thailand,  Burma  end  other  South  Seas  areas. 


He  returned  to  Japan  at  tho  ond  of  Juno,  1942,  after  which  we  again 
met  the  Vioe  Chief  of  the  Army  Gonoral  Staff  and  Vice  YTnr  Minister  KIMURA. 
!Te  made  an.. oral  report  to  them  on  the  results  of  the  trip.  After  returning 
to' the  Xwantung  Army  Headquarters,  I  made  an  oral  report  on  tho  result  of 
our  studies  to  UMEZU,  Commander  of  the  Kwantung  Army  and  to  his  Chief  of 
Staff. 

On  July  2,  1942,  I  was  appointed  the  Vico  Chief  of  Staff  of  tho 
Xwantung  *rmy,  and  my  post  of  Chief  of  the  5th  Sootion  was  filled  by  Lt. 
Colonel  OGOSHI.
